Conspired With Her.

‘Caucus Develops .Sentiment 
for Reciprocity.. 

Free List for Farmers Als 
to Be Taken Up. 


Underwood's M easure Will 
Not Be Opposed, — 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—Reciproci- 
ty with Canada and a farmers’ free 
list, it was decided at the Democratic 
caucus held here tonight, will be the 
legislation taken up in the order 
named by the present House of Rep- 
resentatives. The woolen and cotton 
schedules, according to present in 
tentions, will follow. 

In the caucus there was no opposi- 
tion to Canadian reciprocity and no 
change or amendment to the bin as 
presented by Chairman Underwood) of 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
were offered by any of those present. 

On the free last will be teluded 
those things which the farmer needs 
most, namely agriculiural implements, 
dressed meat and meat products, Hour, 
rough lumber, boots and shoes and 
saddles, wire fencing, bailing wire, cot- 
ton bagging, cotton ties, bagging ties, 
burlap and salt, \ 

On many of thes# products the pres- 
ent tariff is practically prohibitive and 
there are few importations on that ac- 
count. it is impossible for this rea- 
son to estimate what the difference 
will amount to by putting them on the 
free list. 

The caucus voted a straight endorse- 
ment of the Underwood reciprocity 
bill, 128 ayes, 29 noes and six voting 
present. 

- The caucus added a provision to the 
Underwood reciprocity bill calling on 
the President to continue negotiations 
with Canada with a view of establish- 
ing further reciprocal trade relations. 
Fitzgerald, New York, fought this 
provision, but he was voted down, 

In the debate which followed Chair- 
man Underwood's presentation of the 
general plan, a disposition developed 
on the part of several members to de- 
mand that the Canadian reciprocity 
and the free list bills be combined. 
Representatives Rucker of Colorado 
and Sherley of Kentucky led in efforts 
to override the majority. but the pro- 
gramme of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee was generaWy supported. 

It is probable tha Canadian bill will 
be introduced Thu v. Its introduc- 
tion and the farmers’ free list bill as 
caucus measures will not stahd in the 
way of the intraduction. of three other 
important measures—popular election 
of Senators; publicity before election 
of campaign contributions, and State- 
hood for Arizona and New Mexico, 

These are not to be treated as caucus 
measures, but will come in as party 
bills and will be taken up for action 
as soon as they can be reported from 
their committees. 

Another caucus is to be held to de- 
bate the revision of the wool and cotton 
scheduled to be taken up in the House 
following the passage of the reciprocity 
and free list bill.

This engineer is 
now Nathaniel Ellery, who was named by 
Gov. Gillett and whose term will expire in 
May. Now this bond act was approved by 
the people and is a popular mandate, so 
that Atty.-Gen. Webb advised the Roads and 
Highways Committee of the Assembly that 


it vests the State Engineer with sole power 


to spend this money. 5 
Under this act, too, it is provided that the 
big job is to be simply done. In other words, 
there are but two main State highways to 
be built running from north to south, one 
in the San Joaquin Valley and the other 
along the coast; and from each lateral high- 
ways to connect, as directly as possible, all 
county seats with the two main roads. The 
Attorney-General! also held that these State 
highways are not“ to be pulled out of line in 
all directions to accommodate any other 
than the most direct and feasible routes of 
travel. 

There are good people who appear to be- 
lieve that counties will have some domina- 
tion of the road building; Supervisors have 
met and “regoluted,” singly and in groups 
and by regions, but not yet as a State at 
large. The Legislature did not finance the 
Supervisoral State convention scheme. 

These Supervisors and others cling to the 
belief that the State Engineer will control 
this highway proposition. But they seem to 
have forgotten the Chandler act which, in 
effect, transfers all this power to the Gov- 
ernor. By the process of that act the vote 
of the people putting highway construction 
under the State Engineer has been nullified. 
Hiram the first and his Chosen Few will 
look after that in some way other than the 
people (to whom “government has been re- 
stored”) may have believed possible or ever 
contemplated. 

The Chandler act (A. B. No. 961,) as final- 
ly amended and passed, creates a State De- 
partment of Engineering with an advisory 
board of seven members. The Governor is 
the chairman, ex officio, and has the power 
to appoint and remove all of the seven mem- 
bers, either directly or indirectly. This ad- 
visory board is to inelude, besides Hiram 
the First, the State Engineer, the general 
superimiendent of State hospitals, the 
chairman of the State Harbor Commission 
and three others, all subject to removal at 
his pleasure. © 

As he appoints the State Engineer and 
may remove him as he pleases, that official
